We could not do justice to it ina 
whole volume of THe LAmp, and Catholics know 
full well its import and its history. Let us go 
farther back to an anterior symbol of Church 
Unity, or two of them, two little white bundles 
which lay upon the altar of S. Agnese on the Via 
Nomentana last Sunday, January 2Ist, waiting 
for the solemn blessing of the Abbot of the 
Canons Regular of St. John Lateran. These 
were the Lambs whose wool is woven into the 
acred Pallia 

S. Agnese is the hallowed spot out side the Porta 
Pia, where, in life, S. Agnes lived with her parents, 
and where, in death, she lies with her foster-sister, 
St. Emerentia, who was stoned to death while 
Visiting hertomb. Over the bodies, at the request 
of his daughter Constantia, (who was baptised 
near the spot,) Constantine erected a Basilica 
in 324. Here, each year, are blessed the lamb 
who bear upon their backs the symbols of so much 
divinely-constituted and united jurisdiction. 
At the end of Pontifical High Mass, sung in this 
uperb church, the lambs were to-ne in amid 
a buzz of suppressed excitement quite drownin;
